BY MRS. LENORE R, RANUS 
Allow your child to have company 
and playmates as often as you can. 
When possible, have playmates near 
his own age. Naturally out of this 
social intercourse will spring valu- 
able lessons in courtesy, generosity 
and patience. Always be fair in 
settling disputes among children. Do 
not favor your own child's story en- 
tirely, for which he may never have 
told an untruth there is always the 
possibility of a sliding from grace. 
Sometimes it is very difficult to get 
a correct account from excited chil- 
dren. If the quarrel is over a doll 
or a train of cars and yon cannot

I do not think that there is n bet- 
ter opportunity than in play to tench 
lessons in honesty; play is so vital a 
part of child life and the child tabes 
his play so seriously.

Never make a promise that you can- 
not keep, or that you do not intend

Cheerful obedienee is another les- 
son to be learned from play.

You can- 
not let your vigilance flag for one 
moment nor can you allow an offense 
to pass unnoticed. 

This brings up the question or 
punishments. I have said that chil- 
dren are naturally sociable. An ef- 
fective form of punishment for most 
offenses, therefore, is isolation from 
the rest of the family, and no rein- 
stating to favor until pardon lias 
been asked and given.
